OCEAN RACE WON BY 'T! 
*., ZEUTONIC. . 


Capt'n Harry Smith, so well known in 


Hofigkong as the commander of the Doric] 


has been achieving famo'on the Atlantic. 
He is now in command of thd Teutonic and 
according to the New York Bead 
when ho berthed his big ship at Pier 48; 
North River, New York, on July 1, he wore 
i broad smile, for he had landed his 
passengers and mails while. the Caronia, of 
the Cunard linc, which left Queenstown 
nearly four hours befora the white Star 
linor, wag at anchor off St:- George, SL 
The officers of the Teutonic said it was an 
exciting voyage from the start, with the 
interest. duubled when the smoke «f the 
Curonia was scon dead uhsad on the 
Monday morning. From thal time. until 
both ships went into the fog off Nantuckot 
the liners left a trail of black smoke in the 
sky. The Carenian left Queenstown at 
fifty-five minutes past eight in the mora- 
ing. Ato quarter to one in the after- 
noon tlie Teutonic stepped on her way 
from Southampton, and soon was off after | 
her rival. Both ships. carry the English 
mail. The Caronia’s Jead of seventy miles 
was gradually cut down until the Caronia, 
which arrived at Sandy Hook lightshi.. at 
twenty-six miriutes past five last night, 
was but twenty miles shead. Then Cap- 
tain Dow anchored the Caronia, but got 
the anchor upina hury when he caw the 


Teutonic. Captain Smith picked up his |- 


pilot quickly and came into Quarantine 
some ten minates ahead of the Cunarder 
and hurried to the pier. As arrangements 
for the herthing of the Caronia had not 
been made, Captain Dow was obliged to 
anchor. 


CROSBY Hab. 


It hasnow been definitely decided to trans- 
port the remains of Crosby Hall from the 
City, and re-erect the ball atMore'sGewlen, 
Chelsea Embankment. ‘The estimated cost, 
including the removal is from, £11,000 to 
£12,000, and of this £6,000 has beon 
promiscd in subscriptions. More’s Garden 
occupies a commanding’ piece of ground, 
having Beaufort Strect and Danvers Street 
for its wings, and the Embankment for its 
frontage. Ibis proposed that: new Crosby 
Hall shall form part of the scheme for the 
erection of University Hall, s building

Of potash he obtained « dark molasses like 
ness, utterly unlike what he was aiming for

But instead of throwing it away, he mado 
some experiments with it and found that 
its alcoholic solution would. impart a clear, 
permanent violet shade to silk and woo! 
With ‘the help’ of-his-fathcr-ho-started- 
factory for tho manufacture of it, and, 
before long, other dyes of more or less 
similar composition were discovered and, 
all over the world, chemists began to 
manvfactuse and experiment with these 
new dyestuffs.”
